ABSORBED INTO WATER AND, ACCORDING TO INVENTOR, POSSESSING AN 
OCTANE RATING OF 90. END SUMMARY. 

1. ACCORDING TO INVENTOR M.R. DEBHARIDHI DEVAKUL, HIS SUBSTI- 
TUE FOR REGULAR GASOLINE, T. ETERNAL GASOLINE, IS A LIQUID 
CONSISTING OF ACETYLENE ABSORBED INTO WATER AND HAS 90 
OCTANE RATING. BELIEVES HIGHER OCTANES POSSIBLE WITH 
APPROPRIATE ADDITIVES. DEBHARIDHI'S DISCOVERY ESSENTIALLY 
THAT OF CATALYST WHICH ALLEGEDLY ENABLES HIGHER 
ABSORBTION THAN 1.1 CUBIC CENTIMETERS ACETYLENE PER 
100 CC OF WATER. END PRODUCT BELIEVED TO HAVE HIGH 
HYDROGEN COMPONENT. DEBHARIDHI CLAIMS, AND APPEARANCE 
INDICATES. FUEL TO BE STABLE AND ABLE TO BE HANDLED IN 
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SAME MANNER AS REGULAR GASOLINE.

APPEARS TO BE THE KEY TO DEBHARIDHI'S "T. ETERNAL FUEL.” 

QUANTITY USED PER 40 LITERS OF FUEL ABOUT SIZE OF PENCIL POINT. 

3. DEBHARIDHI STATES HAS BEEN TESTING FUEL IN STANDARD 

1300 CC VOLKSWAGEN BEATLE CARS AND VW 1600 CC STATIONWAGON. 

IN REGULAR VW AT SPEED 80 KMH HE GETS 16 KM PER 
LITER WITH HIS FUEL COMPARED WITH 10.3 KM PER LITER WITH 
REGULAR GAS. HAS DRIVEN 5600 KILOMETERS IN TEST CAR WITH- 
OUT TROUBLE AND STATES PERFORMANCE USING NEW FUEL AT LEAST 
EQUAL TO REGULAR GAS.. CLAIMS ENGINE RUNS COOLER AND 
CLEANER, I.E., LESS DEPOSIT ON SPARK PLUGS, CLEAN EXHAUST,

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7. DEBHARIDHI SAID THAT HIS MAJESTY THE KING WANTS TO 

T ETERNAL FUEL WITH THE ROYAL LIMOUSINES BUT HE IS RELUCTANT 
TO LET HIM DO SO BEFORE FINISHING THE LONG-DISTANCE TEST RUN.
